Claims 1-4 and 6-9 allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed plasma electrode having a pair of electrodes, that 
include a pair of electrode plates having a ceramic composition having two major 
surfaces that comprise a dielectric with a conductive film within the ceramic plate with a 
plurality of through holes through the film in the thickness direction of the film, with a 
cross sectional area of the through holes having a diameter of from 1-10 mm, as set 
forth in the independent claim 1 .
